DUCKS FIGHT SNAILS 
Encouraged by a cool, moist spell 
in November-December, millions of 
snails began to menace vineyards 
and gardens in the grape-growing 
districts of South Australia. Snails 
eat the foliage and interfere with

DIRTY EGGS NOT HELPED 
BY WASHING 


Canadian farmers’ know _ that 
washing eggs to clean them is not 
a good practice, as it only helps to 
make the eggs go bad more quickly. 
Instead they rely upon the clean- 
liness of nests, and in this way 
avoid the penalty under the Can- 
adian egg grading regulations, 
which places washed eggs into 
Grade C, at a loss of from 12 te 25 
cents a dozen less than Grade A 
Large 

But this regulation is not nearly 
as severe as the penalty which con- 
fronts the Irish farmer who washes 
his eggs. Back in 1941 the Irish De- 
partment of Agriculture introduced 
penalties of a fine of $40 for the 
first offence and an $80 fine and up 
to three months’ imprisonment, or 
both, for the second offence, This 
drastic legislation quickly reduced 
the quantity of dirty eggs produced, 
and curbed the attempts to wash 
them. Now dirty eggs received from 
Irish producers average less than 
two per cent and sometimes less 
than one per cent.
